printed yesterday, there were 575 
degrees of Accumulated temperature 
deficiency.

the coming winter will be rniid 
Suppose Providence should take the 
next six months to pay that debt, 
there would be 63-nesree monthly 
payments or an average of two de- 
grees a day.

how fast tho work of replacing tho 
victims, of the submarines is going 
on. 
\Vo can conceive of no possible 


objection to the publication of this 
information. 
It's the most whole- 


some information that could be sup- 
plied to Germany; It would show the 


'ss of the submarine cam- 


paign. 
The statement Issued by the ship- 


ping board gives some vague intima- 
tions ot the rate at which ship con- 
struction is going on. 
For example, 


the 
emergency 
fleet 
corporation 


"has commandeered nearly 400 steel 
ships of more than 2.500,000 tons, 
which are being completed or under 
contract for construction in Amer- 
ican yards " This represents all the 
shipping of more than 2.100 tons un- 
der construction in our yards, _and 
as some of this construction began 
a good while ago we are bound to 
infer that items in the .total are 
rather 
frequently 
being put 
into 


commission. 
There are now under construction 


for the shipping board 411 wood and 
composite ships 'of a tonnage of 1,- 
460.000. and 225 steel vessels of a 
tonnage of 1.663,800, and the re- 
quisitioned vessels amount to 400 of 
2,S0<"»,000 tonnage, a grand total of 
1063 
vessels and a tonnage of 3,- 


924.700. 
We 
already 
have 
458 


steamers of a deadweight capacity of 
over 1500 tons, with an aggregate 
tonnage of 2.871,359, and there are 
117 German and Austrian steamers 
that have been taken over, having 
a tonnage of 700,385. These items 
foot up to 1611 ship san da tonnage 
of 9.396.344. 
There is a further 


program of construction amounting 
to 2..100.000 tons, which we should 
suppose carried the grand total up 
to about 12,000,000 tons to be com- 
pleted by the end of 191S, but the 
statement of the shipping board ar- 
rives at a grand total of 13.700,000 
tons. The fact is taht the statement 
does not go into details, and the 
statement of Admiral Capps, which 
gives some details, does not at all 
points fit into the estimates of the 
board. 
. ., 
But by the one of 1918 we shall 


have a very fermidable 
merchant 


fleet. 
There will not be any sub- 


marines then, and the needs of ship- 
ping will be rapidly declining. But 
we must work now as if every float- 
in^ ton would certainly be needed, 
and we should be grateful if a vig- 
ilant government would let us know 
how much of a mercantile marine we 
shall have at the end of 1917.

The escrow fund is ,now ready for distribution. It was first planned to mail 


the checks and a small per cent of them have been placed in envelopes and ad- 
dressed and will be mailed Saturday, October 6th. 


However, it was found to be not only too expensive to mail them but impos- 


sible to do so accurately because of the fact that the time covered by the litiga- 
tion, that is the period in which the over-charge was made by the gas company 
was from May, 1911 to April, 1916 and since that time hundreds of people have 
moved, some have died, some have changed their name' by marriage, some 
were burning gas and paying the gas bills in the name of some other person 
who was a former renter of the house in which they lived, etc., some have 
moved as many as seven times and had that number of accounts, some were di- 
vorced and claim a part of the money by a decree of the court, some tenants 
were burning gas in the name of their landlord and the tenants claim the 
money to be refunded although it is in the name of the landlord, hundreds have 
been attached in proceedings in the justice of the peace courts and other cir- 
cumstances too numerous to mention.
